REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Chatham : 

The  total  enrollment  in  the  schools  at  the  beginning- 
of  the  winter  term  is  thirty-five  pupils.  Last  year  the 
total  number  registered  during  the  year  was  forty-two. 

During  the  current  year  these  pupils  are  or  have 
attended  Fryeburg  Academy :  Lura  Eastman,  Roger 
Emerson,  Alfred  Hanscom,  Edna  Hanscom.  and  Herman 
Heald. 

Pupils  not  absent  or  tardy  last  year  are  Edna  Hans- 
com and  Roger  Emerson. 

The  amount  of  state  aid  which  the  district  may  ex- 
pect next  year  is  $2,619.  The  increase  in  this'  amount  is 
due  to  the  decrease  in  the  equalized  valuation  on  which 
the  $5  tax  is  computed.  The  amount  approved  by  the 
state  this  year  is  onl}^  $42  less  than  the  estimate  made  by 
the  school  board  in   its  application  for  state   aid. 

The  per  capita  tax  for  next  year  is  $86.     The   equal- 
ized valuation  of  the  district  is  $193,280. 

In  the  opinion  of   the   superintendent  excellent  work 
is  being  done  in  all  schools.
